AFTER THE BATTLE. 

CotumBus, O., Oct. 11.~{Special.]—The 
State headquarters of the two parties were 
practically deserted today, Chairmah Ogie- 
vee being at his office in the State-House and 
Chairman Bargar having lett the city.

‘Recommendation that Congress Mod-

He deprecated the enactment of a perma- 
nent bankrupt law in times of prosperity, and 
referred to “that illusory equity which eats 


the oyster In fees and costs and presents 
“the cred With the melancholy equality 
of the sh = The almost nniversal judg- 


ment in and in this country with 
regard to bankrupt laws is, that they are, to 
use the language of Lord Sherbrooke, sig- 
nal and conspicuous failures,” so far as 
benefiting the creditor; and disastrous both 
to the property and the trade morals of the 
debtor. He read to the convention An act to 
regulate preferences and exemptions in com- 
merce among the States.” He then said that 
as to preferences Its effect would be, in the 
first place, to enabie creditors who lived at a 
distance 10 undo any preferences given to 
home creditors; and, in the second place, 
when the people of @ particular State find 
that, by reason of the act, theycan no longer 
prefer each other, and that in fatt foreign 
creditors have rather the advantage (be- 
cause preferences axe ;: void as to them only, 
and not as between different home credit- 


rs), those home creditors, who can no long- 


er be preferred, will clamor for and doubtiess 
secure a change in the State laws, so as to 
prevent preferences to any one; and thus 
equality will be secured. As to unjust ex- 
emptions, such an act would, in the first 
place, prevent creditors in other States from 
being held off by unreasonable exemption 
laws in the State; and in the second place, 
the home creditors, against whom the ex- 


_,@mptions will still operate, finding that the 


foreign creditor has such an advantage over 
them as to often get all the assets, will turn 
their attention to compelling their States to 
so modify its exemption laws as to put them 
on the same footing as the foreign creditors; 
that is, it will result in the State exemption 
laws being reduced uniformly to not more 
than $1,000. This amount could de 
lessened or increased by Congress from 
time to time, as emergencies arose. 
It under stress of great calamities 

National bankrupt act were ever required in 
future, the simplest and best that could be 
passed, it is believed, would be an act pro- 
viding that if the debtor should commit any 
of the acts of bankruptcy (such as stopping 
paywent of commercial paper, making fraud- 
‘nient conveyances or preferences, etc.) it 
should operate asa general assignment of 
all his assets for his creditors, and that, upon 
proceedings taken within a limited time in 
any appropriate State or Federal court 
of equity an assignee should be 
appointed to take possession of and distrib- 
ute the estate, in accordance with the orai- 
nary equitable practice in cases of general 
assignments. Provisions for discharge 
could be appended if ever advisable. Such 
an act would be devoid of complication, 
easily understood by business men, and 
would not require for its execution the new

,EXTRA ISSUE OF CURRENCY. | 

Mr. n Thompson, Vice-President of the 
Chase National Bank of New York, submit- 
ted a paver on the prominent features of the 
financial situation in order to direct atten- 
tion to one serious defect in our currency— 
that is, the absence of any elasticity or ex- 
pansibility. When a panic rages in Engiand, 
the Bank of England, under Government 
control, issues an extra amount of bank 
notes, thus filling a vacuum caused by the 
impairment of individual and local bank 
credits. This breaks the force of the panic 
and insures ap quick return of confidence. 
There is no currency controlling power 
either In our excellent National-bank system 
or in our State-bank systems. This power 
rests exclusively with the Government 
Treasury. The amount of legal tenders for 
use is fixed. In a panic National banks are 
quite sure to reduce circulation, and specie 
currency takes to itself wings, and will re- 
appear only when bankruptcy and forced 
sales have reduced prices disastrously. The 
Government Treasury being the sole con- 
trolling money power, Con should 
authorize some measure that will give the 
needed elasticity to the ¢urrency under 
proper restrictions. The speaker accordingly 
proposed the following resolutions:

THE CORPORATION CURRENCY GOING. 

If nothing is done, the disappearance of 
the National-bank currency is but a question 
of time. In payingjoff the National debt the 
Government is extinguishing the bonds on 


which that circulation ia issued. Before the 


end of 1885, at the rate at which the surplus 
revenue is providing money, the 3 per cents, 
on which about half the circulation of the 
National banks is based, will be gone for- 
ever. The National banks to that extent will 
be compelled to give up their circulation, 
assuming, as itis quite safe to do, that they 
will not want to buy the 4s at a high premium 
to take the place of the 3s which the Govern- 
ment will redeem and cancel. 

How to prevent this extinction of the Na- 
tiqnal-bank currency is one of the leading 
topics before the Bankers’ Association now 
in session at Louisville. Its members take 
it as a matter of course that bank-note cur- 
rency must be perpetuated, and that public 
opinion will welcome any practicable meas- 
uges proposed to save it. 

We do not beliaye that in this they pene 
trate the real feeling of the public. So far 
from its being the popular desire that the 
National-bank currency should be preserved. 
and extended, and fostered, such preferences 
asthe people have run the other way. The 
matter is not one on which there are as yet any 
very strong convictions, for it is ome that has 


Star been discussed only by a few, most of 


whom have been the friends of the existing 
system and, like the Louisvilie bankers, have 
some plan for accomplishing the perpetuity 
of the National-bank prerogative of issuing 
money. But such convictions as the public 
has are rather against the continuance of 
this prerogative, and these will grow streng- 
er and not weaker as the subject is discussed. 

Should corporations be continued forever 
in the royal prerogative of issuing money, 
which is a sovereign function of the National 
Government ? 

‘Nothing but the stress of the War for the 
Union gave that extraordinary power in the 
first place to the National banks, The sale 
of the bonds of the Union was as necessary 
for the suppression of the Rebellion as the 
struggle on the field. To sell the bonds to 
the National banks by allowing them fb le- 


sue notes of circulation on them was one of 


the master strokes of the imaginative brain 
of the great financier Chase in his emer- 
gency. 

The War is over, and with it has ended the 
emergency financiering that all were glad to 
support when it was the price of our Na 
tional Union. If Secretary Chase were here 
now he would probably be the first to en- 
force that policy, for while alive he admitted 
that only as an exercise of the war power 
could the issue of money be delegated by 
the Government to any persons or corpora- 


tions. 
AlfPalllative measures to make the reten- 
tion of their circulation easier by the banks 


are not to be commended, on broad 
ground that sooner or later issue of 
money by private corporations, even though 
they be such eminently conservative and 
proper corporations as the National banks. 
will be stopped. The bankers and their 
advocates in the Eastern press want the l per 
cent tax on circulation repealed. if that 
slight burden of i per cent were taken off 
they point out that the banks could afford to 
pay more for bonds in place of the 8s that are 
retired, The New York Evening Post 
thinks that with that 1 per cent off the panks 


the Boston Advertiser does not think they 
would be able to do 80. 

If tue tax on the circulation of the National 
banks were removed the next step would be 
the abolition of the tax on the cireulation of 
the private and State banks, and our our- 
rency would once more enter on the old 
“stump-tail” ana “yellow-dog” race to- 
wards shinplaster destruction. We should 
have a contest begween two sets of banks to 
see which could spew out on the people the 
most and the worst so-called money.“ The 
plan favored by one of the speakers Wednes- 
day of fanding the legal-fenders into a new 
class of bonds bearing 2% per cent interest, 
and to be used by the National banks as se 
curity for cireulation, does not captivate the 
people. bevause not wishing any such circu- 
lation they would not provide any security 
for it. For the same reason we dismiss Con- 
trolier Knox’s cosmopolitan scheme for an 
issue, as far as we can understand the tele- 
graphic abstract of his paper, of United 
States National-bank notes on the security of 
any of the bonds of the great nations. It will 
be some time before the United States banks 
are permitted to issue notes for circulation 
in this country on the security of foreign 
bonds. 

How are we to provide ourselves with 
enough paper money it we let the National- 
bank note currency dle out? That is a prob- 
lem which the National Government is en- 
tirely competent to deal with. The free coin- 
age of gold and silver and the issue against 
them of paper certificates will, with the out- 
standing legal-tenders, give us abundant 
paper money. Notes representing coin or 
bullion, dollar for dollar, is the best paper 
money in the world. As the Nationa)-bank 
notes disappear coin certificates’ can take 
their places. All our money will then be 
National, and the banks will employ all their 
capital in a legitimate way, as more conserva- 
tive banks everywhere are now doing vol- 
untarily.

CONDITION OF THE FREEDMEN. 

For the purpose of illustrating the hard- 
ships incident to a high tariff, a writer in the 
Atlanta (Ga.) Constitution has collected 
some significant facts in regard to the 
material condition and earnings of the negro 
in his State. The lesson he aims at is a good 
one, but his facts also pointto one which is 
equally important—viz.: the poverty, degra- 
dation, and oppression of blacks under the 
ruling conditions of the South. 

The colored population of the United States 
was 6,580,798 in 1880, and about one-ninth of 
the whole number live in Georgia. The con- 
dition of the freedmen in that State may be 
accepted, therefore, as a fair indication of 
their status in other Southern States. 
Though constituting 47 per cent of the en- 
tire population of Georgia, the tax returns 
show that they own about 244 per cent only 
of the property of the State; in other words, 
nearly one-half the people own but about 
one-fortieth of the property. Their accumu- 
lated money and securities are stated at 
$80,752, or about 12 cents per capita. 
The aggregate value of their furniture is 
estimated at $498,553, or about 70 cents per 
capita. The amount of tax they pay is stated 
at 13 cents per annum on an average. The 
cash wages paid to a farm laborer is said to 
be about $75 for the year’s services, with 
rations worth §%5 and a patch of ground 
which may yield from $10 to $25 more in 
cotton and vegetables. This tatal of $125 
may be swollen to $150 by the wife’s work, 
which must be made to go around for a fam- 
ily of five or six persons. This is at the rate 
of about 42 cents a day, or seven cents 
apiece for subsistence, clothing, amusements, 
and all necessities, comforts, and indul- 
gences, which makes no allowance for sick- 
ness, loss of work, or other accident. It is 
a beggarly stipend, which would appear 
meagre even in the countries of pauper 
labor.” Of which Americans hear so much. 

In the course of the article from which 
these statements are extracted frequent ref- 
erence is made to the negro’s improvidence, 
but there is no mention of the manifold im- 
positions from which he suffers. The very 
tact thai the black farm laborer of the South, 
with the aid of his wife, cannot earn more 


than $150 a year for the support of his fami- 


ly is sumeient evidence of some radical de- 


fect in the relations between the employing 


class and the laborms class; and the tact that 
it is impossible to find a parallel for this eon- 
dition of things in other sections of the 
country indicates that the defect is to be 
sought in the race relations, There is 
small reason to wonder that the negroes 
make no material, political, or social prog- 
ress, or that they should spasthodically or- 
ganize exodus“ movements as the only 
escape from a condition of pauperism. The 
tariff is undoubtedly a special hardship to a 
class which earns on fhe average less than 
enough to provide the necessities of life 
without the payment of bounty, but relief 
from this source alone would not raise the 
negro from the depths of poverty in which 
he barely exists. The most necessary step 
for the amelioration of his condition is in the 
direction of education, and this is the boon 
which the ruling classes of the Southern 
States seem determined to keep from him. 
The white iandowners of the South will not 
of their own motion support public schools 
for the benefit of the negro laborers, The 
only way in which the blacks may be secured 
the benefit of primary schooling is through 
the agency of the General Government. 
This fact must be recognized by the 
great political parties. The Nation cannot 


ple an ignorance so dense and hopeless as to 
make them utterly helpless and dependent 
in spite of their physical strength and tract- 
able natures. The only effective remedy is 
through a National educational fund, which 
shall be distributed on the basis of popula- 
tion among the States (not on the basis of 
illiteracy, which would make the taxpayers 
of the North pay more than their share for 
the schooling of the Southern blacks), and 
conditioned upon equal advances from the 
States and impartial facilities, without dis 
crimination as to race or color. Here is a 
golden opportunity for employing the whisky 
tax which the Democratic leaders propose to 
repeal for the benefit of the drinking classes, 
— 

THE PROHIBITIONISTS IN POLITICS. 

It is now clear that the defeat of the Re- 
pubiican ticket in Ohio was brought about 
by the Prohibitionists. The losses in the 
cities in last year’s election, mainly due to 
the defection of the Germans growing out of 
the “Pond law” and the “Smith” anti-Sun- 
day law, which were declared unconstitu- 
tional, were regained for the most part this 
year, but unexpected losses were met in the 
country districts. The latter were due to the 
treachery of the Pronibitionists, who voted 
some for their separate ticket and others for 
the Demoeratie candidates in exchange for 
Dewocratic votes for the prohibition amend- 
ment. 
. There were several reasons why Demo- 
erats were willing to enter into a bargain of 
this kind for the defeat of the Republican 
ticket, First, they believed that the prohipi- 
tion amendment could not be carried in any 
case, which proved to be correct: secondly, 
they were confident that, if carried, the 
amendment roe, not be enforeed under 
Democratic con of the Legislature ana 
State Government. Hence the Demoerats had 
everything to gain and nothing to lose by 
bargaining with the Provhibitionists for votes

The Prohibitionists, who had secured the 
submission of the amendment from a Re- 
publican Legislature, exhibited their ingrat- 
itude and treachery by deserting the Repub- 
lican ticket, and they have assisted in estab- 
lishing in power a party from which no re- 
strictive legislation of any kind can be. ob- 
tained. There was never a more conspicuous 
instance of the perverse and unreasoning 
character of the prohibition cranks in pol- 
itics. 

Not only have the Prohibitionists failed to 
gain anything by their treacherous course in 
Ohio, in swapping votes with the whiskyites, 
but they could not have gained any advan- 
tage, even if their scheme had succeeded, 
which they do not possess now. There is 
nothing in the Constitution of the United 
States nor in the present Constitution of Ohio 
which prevents the Legislature of that State 
from passing a probibitory law whenever the 
people see fit to elect a majorly of members 
in favor of such legislation. The State Con- 
stitution simply forbids the licensing of the 
sale of liquor. It does not forbid the passage 
of a law absolutely prohibiting the manu- 
facture and sale of liquor in the State; nor 
passing a local-option law suthorizing any 
city, village, or community in the State to 
prohibit the liquor-traffic if it ean; nor a 
law taxing and regulating the traffic, What 
was to be gained, then, by advocating the 
amendment of a Constitution which already 
authorizes the Legislature to do all the Pro- 
hibitionists would have it do? What was 
the good of alarming the grape-growers, 
winemakers, brewers, distillers, and liquor- 
dealers, and all the drinkers, and arousing 3 
stubborn opposition among all these classes to 
the Republican ticket? What advantage was 
there in trading off prohibition votes to the 
Democrats in order to secure votes for a con- 
stitutional amendment which would confer 
no more power upon the Legislature to sup- 
press the liquor-trade than jt had before ? 

If it was not the deliberate purpose of the 
Prohibitionists to beat the Republican party 
and place the grogshops in power, then their 
senseless course can only be explained upon 
the foliowing theory: They are determined 
that the authority of the Legislature over the 
liquor traffic shall be contracted instead of 
enlarged, and limited to State prohibition 
alone. The Onio Legislature under the 
present Constitution may try prohibition, or 
local option, or high taxation and regulation 
of the liquor traffic. If one. policy fall, it 
may adopt another, and thus ascerthin by 
actual operation the most practical plan for 
controlling and restraining the evils of alco- 
holism. But the Prohibitionists are appar- 
ently opposed to discretion, and experience, 
and practical repression of drinking. They 
insist that the Legislature shall be bound 
down to one single, iron-clad rule, and that 
it shall pass prohibition laws whether such 
laws fall of their purpose or not. They pre- 
fer theoretical prohibition and actual free 
whisky to any system of practical prohibi- 
tion, such as local option, ar police control, 
such as taxation and regulation will supply. 
To carry out their narrow, inelastic, and Im- 
practical fanaticism they are willing to 
abandon every judicious means for the 
regulation and restraint of the liquor traffic, 
aud also to sacrifice the only political party 
which promises to use its power for the regu- 
lation or control of the whisky business. 

Evety Prohibitionist in Ohio who has takea 
part in the betrayal of the Republican party 
must regard the result of bis machinations 
with peculiar satisfaction, His amendment 
is defeated, and he has helped to bring inio 
power a political party which is avowedly 
under the influence and control of the whisky 
men, and is pledged to repeal the Scott law 
which taxes the saloons $2,000,000 a year and 
places close restrictions upon them. 


SPOILING THE EGYPTIANS. 
Baron de Malortie, a well-known publicist, 
has contributed a paper to the Pall Mali Ga- 
sette on the methods by which the interna- 


Alexandria indemnities propose to fleece the 
unfortunate people of Egypt for the benefit 
of a couple of thousand foreigners whose 
property was damaged, or alleged to have 
been damaged, during the siege of the 
Egyptian Capital. The commission consists 
of eleven members, severally v nting 
Great Britain, France, Germany, Spain, Italy. 
Greece, Austro-liungary, and the United 
States; one Norwegian representing the 
minor European Powers, and there are two 
Egyptian members.

claims of Americans are insignificant. The 
aggregate is $40,000,000. Already about 818, 
000,009 have been allowed and paid by notes 
on the Anglo-Egyptian Bank, This sum is 
to be repaid with interest out of the taxes 
wrung from the miserable peasants of 
Egybt, who are already groaning under 
hopeless burdens of debt and taxation. The 
claims are resisted by Egyptian lawyers, 
who, Baron de Malortie hints, are entirely 
above suspicion,- and, although the full 
amount asked for is not allowed, awards are 
made outrageously in excess of the real dam- 
ages. Scareely any claim is rejected. The 
commission, which is supposed to be an im- 
partial tribunal, is so only by supposition. 
The members are not judges but advocates, 
The Greek member acts as the champion of 
his countrymen’s claims. The Italian elo- 
quentiy defends the justice of the demands 
made by those whom he regards as his 
clients; the Frenchman dramatically insists 
on giving the full amount demanded by 
those whom he represents. The English- 
man and the Spahiard are not behina-hand 
in pushing the demands of their countrymen. 
The various representatives pool their is- 
sues,” so to say.

BUTLER’S BOOM. 

The dispatches from Massachusetts indi- 
cate that Ben Butler has started out upon 
the same vigorous and sensational campaign 
which surprised the people into his election 
a year ago. He has attached certain leaders 
and manipulators of votes to his personal 
fortunes by using the patronage of the State 
to reward them. He has introduced un- 
scrupulous methods hitherto unknown in 
Massachusetts politics, such as the exclusive 
appointment in Boston as election officers of 
men who are wholly committed to his inter- 
ests. Heis leaving no means untried to capt- 
ure the multitude by manufactured en- 
thuslasm, big meetings, catch phrases, and 


every known expedient of demagogism. It 


is believed in Massachusetts that he can- 
not deceive the people a second time, and 
that common sense and State pride will in- 
sure his defeat, At the same time he is con- 
tident and bold, and there is no telling what 
a courageous and unscrupulous buccaneer 
in polities may achie®e in this 

It will certainly be humilia to the 
respectable people of Massachusetts if But- 
ler be redlected Governor of that State, but 
his success will be still harder upon the 
Democratic party. It seems to be conceded 
on all sides that he will secure the Demo- 
cratic nomination for President if he can 
carry Massachusetts, which is nominally a 
Republican State, a second time. The news- 
paper comments and the cartoons of the day 
all point to that result. The letter from 
Wendell Phillips which was read at the: big 
Butler meeting in Boston concluded as fol- 
lows: “When next Gen. Butler, with Massa- 
chusetts at his back, moves on Washington 
I trust ne will be equally successful,” He is 
just the kind of man to command the active 
support of those who make up Democratic 
conventions, for he is a strong believer in the 
spoils system and may be depended upon to 
divide up the offices among the Workers.“ 
In the event of his success in Massachusetts 
his chances for the Democratic nomination 
will be better than those of any other 
aspirant. 

While the Kepublicans of Massachusetts 
are striving to defeat Butler the Democrats 
of the country ought to pray for their suc- 
cess. With Butler as their candidate for 
President the Demoerats will lose all the ad- 
vantages they now claim. The sentiment of 
the country wii! revolt against placing such 
a man in the office of Chief Magistrate, It 
has been the practice of the Democratic man- 
agers to ignore the preferences and dislikes 
of the South on the ground that the South- 
ern Bourbons would vote for the Devil him- 
self if he were placed at the head of the 
Democratic ticket. But the Southern Bour- 
pons hate Butler more than they hate the 
Devil. They might be willing to support the 
latter, but they will not vote for the former. 
He will be as repulsive to the Conservative 
Democrats of the North for other reasons as 
to the extreme Bourbons of the South. 
His candidacy will rally the worst element 
of American politics to his support, but 
these elements are not so efficient in National 
strugales as they are in municipal elections; 
they will be able to control the machine for 
Butler's nomination if he shall triumph in 
Massachusetts, but the country will not sub- 
mit to their dictation nor indorse Builer 
demagogism and all tne political disgrace 
and iniquity it implies. Butler's election in 
Massachusetts will be a harder blow to the 
Democrats than to the Republicans, 

A Goon thing has been done by the Rail- 
road Commissioners of New York State in 
calling upon the railroadsof that State for 
quarterly reports and in refusing the peti- 
tion of the New York Centra! and the Erie to 
reconsider the command. It was urged in 
behalf of Mr. Vanderbilt that the publication 
‘of the figures would permit speculators to 
injure his properties by using the informa- 
tion in the Stock Exchange.

He has 
for years deen in the habit of speec- 
ulating in his securities with the inside 
knowledge he had and which the outside 
public did not have. Indignant remon- 
strance on this subject has been plenty, but 
nothing could induce the Vanderbilts to give 
up their advantage. The Commissioners 
have done well in putting an end to the pos- 
sibility of this secret use by afew gorged 
millionaires of information that has always 
of right belonged to all the owners of the 
property, This is one of the methods—this 
immoral appropriation of knowledge that be- 
longs to those for whom they are trustees— 
that has been worked to concentrate the 
wealth of the country ina few hands. The 
systeni by which a few of the leading men in 
an enterprise can make excluswe use of 
facts that ought to be shared with all who 
are concerned is really a system by which 
the property is transferred to the pockets of 
those who have a monopoly of the points.” 
Knowledge is wealth as well as power. It 
ought to be recognized as a moral offenge to 
embezzle the information that belongs to an- 
other as well as to abuse any other trust,

San Francisco, Oct. 11.—|Special.]|—Two 
perceptible shocks of earthquake were felt 
in this city Tuesday evening and yesterday 
morning, the first at about ll and the sec- 
ond at 1 o’clock. The second shock was 
quite severe, and although no damage was 
done it woke the sleepers, and many, fear- 

ing another tremor, took to the oentre of the 
streets. The sensation was as if the founda- 
tions of buildings had suddenly given away. 

A ship Captain, whose vessel is laid up in 
Oakland Creek, states that he felt the vessel 
lifted and immediately dropped, and touch- 
ing the bottom of the creek, 

It is rather remarkable that all heavy 
earthquakes felt in Sap Francisco have oc- 
curred in the month of October. The first 
was Oct. 8, 1865, when one building tumbied 
down and several others were damaged. 
Again Oct. 21, 1868, the heaviest one known 
occurred, continuing at intervals for eight- 
een hours. ;

A $10,000 Biaze in the Weber Wagon 
Factory, 
In the four-story-and-basement brick build- 
ing owned and occupied by the Weber Wagon 
Company, and located at the northwest 
corner of Union and Lake streets, a tire was 
started in some mysterious manner a few 
minutes before 7 o’Clock last night. It 
burned fiercely for over an hour, domg dam- 
age to the extent of about $10,000, 
while as incidents to the fire oc 
eurred several accidents of a serious 
nature, one of the victims, a fireman, being 
so badly injured that his life is despaired. , 
The fire starteddn one of the middle rooms 
on the second floor. It was first discovered 
by one of two workmen who had remained 
later than the others.

forced to drop from one of the 
second-story windows to the ground 
to save bis life, but fortunately the drop did 
not hurt him much.

President Buchanan‘s Administration, and which 
appeared the 17th paving been copied from 
the Memphis Appeal.

to the same effect, but more urgent, was re- 
ceived from bim. and after a conference with 
the Secretary of War, with his full approval, 
the proposal was accepted, and Conover entered 
upon the fulfillment of his engagement. Some 
six or seven months were occupied in this, and 
after all the witnesses produced by bim—none 
of whom were known to me—had been exam- 
ined and their depositions filed in the Bureau of 
Military Justice, Conover, under the super- 
vision of the Secretary of War, was allowed a 
compensation, which, with what be Bad previ- 
ousivy received, was deemed just, and no more, 
for bis services—such sums as were required for 
the aitendance of the witnesses themselves 
having been before paid out from time to time. 


Conover himself gave no deposition. In 
this re war no departure from 
the course  babitualiy ursued by all 
the departments of Government. 


It was to this compensation that Mr. Thompson, 
with bis customary looseness and recklesness 
of speech, aliudes when he says that it was 
proven on Conover’s trial that large sums of 
money had been given the perjurer by Holt, m 
enemy,“ though no proof is offered to this ef- 
fect: nor bave | ever heard betore, nor bave 1 

any reason to believe, that the matter was 
alluded to on that trial. But be thie as it may, 
there could have been no truthful representa- 
tion on the subject at all different from what I 
da ve made. 

At this time nothing dad occurred to excite 
the slightest suspicion of Conover’s integrity in 
all that he uad done, or in the credibility of bis 
witnesses. Some time afterward two of 
witnesses, couscience stricken, came and con- 
fessed that they had sworn faisely. baving been 
suborned to do so by Conover. Investigation 
satistied me that they were sincere in their 
avowals, apd without delay appropriate 
action was taken. A _ prosecution was set 
on foot against Conover, and he was 
convicted and sent to the penitentiary for per- 
jury and subornation of perjury, and on the 
margin of all the reports made by me on the 
deposinons of the witnesses he had produced 
an indorsement was made — that the de- 
positions were withdrawn and had been dis- 

bat more could have been done? 
The artidote was inthis manner brought in di- 
rect contact with me poison, ana so destroying 
it at once and for all time to come. Fortunate- 
ly thie mest gullty deception was discovered so 
soon that neither the reputation hor the sensi- 
bilities of anybody had suffered by the tem- 
porary credit given to it. I bad acted in ro- 
ceiving and reporting upon the depositions 
of these witnesses in a strictly judiciuil 
capacity, and was no more responsibie for 


him. itis worth mentioning that of all these 
perjured witnesses but two spoke uf Mr. Thomp- 
son in connection with the assasination plot, 
and they testified to nothing they knew, but to 
something they bad heard, Now, although even 
perjurers do not tie always and in ail things, 
vet it may be and is unhesitagingly conceded 
that it would be unsafe w c t as a basis of 
action Conover's testimony before the Military 
Commission, and this, not se of ita im- 

robability—for it was strongly corroborated by 

ontgomery, who ie unimpeached—but because 
of the personal infamy in which he afterwards 
involved biroseif. Still, it remains for a thought- 
ful and discriminatmmg public to determine how 
far the clear and incisive testimony of Kichard 
Montgomery can be impaired in its force by de- 
nunciations, however woll deserved, of another 
witness with whom he had no connection what- 
ever. 


“A WICKED AND UNPROVOKED CHARGE.” 


It has not been my purpose in this paper to 
accuse Mr. Thompson in regard to his conduct 
in Canada, preferring to leave this to the events 
of the past, under such interpretation as loyal 
and candid men may give them. My leading 
purpose has been to vindicate myseif from a 
charge as wicked and unprovoked as ever fell 
from-buman lips. Some seventeen years ago, 
in an elaborate publication, | defended myseif 
triumphantly from the Lebel recriminations of 
my official conduct in connection with Conover 
and his witnesses, which were then beating as a 
storm upon me. These conflicts, with their is- 
ques, bave passed into history. and Mr. Thomp- 
son greatly mistakes if be supposes the judg- 
ment of that history is to be reversed or modi- 
tied by the invectives of today, however auda- 
cious and vindictive they may be. 

But it is proper that [shoula give the origin 
of the hatred which Mr. Thom has so long 
borne me, and which bas just found so unworthy 
un expression. After it had been determined 
and aonounced in the Cabinet that Fort Sumter 
should be reénforced, it was arranged by Gen. 
Scott and myself that this should be attempted 
by the Star of the West, which, with ali the pre- 
cautions possible, was dispatched from ew 
York for this purpose. Mr. Thompson, being 
still a member of che Cabinet, with all the obii- 
gations of bonor and loyalty im d by bis 

ion resting upon him, telegraphed to 
hariestoo that this vessel was coming and its 
object. In consequences, when it arrived in 
Charleston harbor, the Rebel batteries opened on 
it, and it was driven back. Up to this time 
our relations n friendly—certainiy 
80 on my part—Dbut this act separated me 
from bim at once and forever.

This was his exultant cry over a stab given to 
his country at the very moment he was enjoy- 
ing its confidence and was clothed with its 
bonors.

THE HARVEST. 


Report of the Agricultural Department 
Giving the Aggregate Field in the 
United States of Cotton, Corn, and 
Wheat. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 1I.— [Special.] — The 
results of the October inquiries, regarding the 
status of the crops, have not yet been ascer- 
tained by the Statistician of the Agricultural 
Department. This report is generally ready for 
publication by the 10th of the month, but the 
mass of matter received from all parts of the 
country couid not be digested by Mr. Dodge in 
a burry, most of the reports having been 
received as late as the th inst. Cotton 
being confined to a timited area, was 
easier to handle, and that portion ot 
the Statistician's work has been fnished. 
The prediction made in these dispatches over 
u mouth ago that the total vieid would not ex- 
ceed 6,000,000 bales has been verified by the re- 
ports received, although the figuré named was 
regarded in many quarters as ridiculously low. 
The present condition of cotton assures a yield 
of 5,800,000 bales, but, the plant beimg of per- 
ennial growth, it will continue to produce until 
killed by frost. 

The corn and wheat crops have suffered some- 
what during the last month from drouth and 
frost, butin mak up the average of condi- 
tion Mr. ge will not mark down to the very 
lowest point, as allowance must be made 
for recovery and tor those points which have 
not been reported. The estimate of 1,600,000,000 
bushels for corn, or twenty-three and a — 

least 


bushels to the acre, will be verified, while 
returns for wheat point to a yield of at 
eleven busbeils per acre or 415,000,000 
88.000, 000 b less than last year. 


Kansas Agricuitural Bureau Report 
The Corn Crop. 

TorxxA. Kas., Oct. [Special.] In the Sep- 
tember report of the State Agricultural Bureau 
Secretary Sirus gives the following summary of 
the corn crop: The month of September bas 
been a trying period on corn. The month in 
many sections of the State was entirely without 
raintali, and this added to the fact that but a 
slight fall occurred in August gave such a 
length of time without moisture that corn was 
injured severely. The result has been that 
fields that promised fifty and seventy bushels to 
the acre on the Stn of August make a 
yield of thirty to forty Oct. L 
Some portions of the State had sufficient rain- 
fall, the entire season and tne yield in these 
sections has been larger than ever before 
known. There were nogeneral rains in Septem- 
ber, tmere being nothing but local showers. The 
extreme .western counties have made the 
smallest yield of corn yet attained in their bis- 
tory, Sheridan making a total failure, while 


Ellis, Graham, Hodgeman, Ness, and Trego 


bardly recovered the seed planted in thespring. 


The extreme counties on the northern tier, as 


well as those in the southern, although baving 
poor yielas, yet were more successful 
than those counties lying between them. 
Rawlins County, the most Western county in 
the State, has a promise of fifteen bushels per 
acre from 2,792 acres, and Ford, the most West- 
ern on the southern line, has secured twenty- 
five bushels per acre from an area of 757 acres. 

The faifure of the crop in the West central 
as fully apparent as early as Aug. 1, 
and the stalks were then mostly cut for fodder. 


| Concerning this Western territory it can be 


truthfully said that tne last two seasons of 
abundance in all other portions of the State have 
been the most disastrous periods in its 
history as relates to agriculture. This same sec- 


ton has, however, advanced very rapidly in 


wealth during the period mentioned owing to 
the tact that the immense natural pastures are 


fast being covered with cattle and sheep. But a 


few more years and the stock interest will have 


‘complete possession, and Kansas averages will 


no longer be in danger from these annual@ail- 
ures. The average yield for tne State has been 
reduced from the August list to forty bushels 
per acre, or a total product of 190,363,287, a falling 
off during the month of about 16,000,000 busheis. 

This loss comes from tne counties where the 


rainfall was insufficient, this being tne only 


cause. The territory lying within the counties 
of Marion, McPherson, Morris. Davis, Rice, Sa- 
line and Ellsworth, all contiguous, suffered 
8 during the month from the cause men- 
tioned above, the average of these counties be- 
ing but thirty-one bushels per acre. Dickinson 
County, lying between Davis and Saline, how- 
ever, having had several local showers, will pro- 
duce an average of forty-six,and Harvey County, 
just south of Marion and McPherson. 
reports an average of fifty bushels per 
acres. Shawnee County has a much better aver- 
ane yield thay either Douglas on the east or 
Wabaunsee on the west. and Chautauqua County, 
with as good corn land as any State, hasan 
average ot but thirty-seven, being surrounded 
with county averages of forty-eigbt, fifty-one, 
and fifty-two. 

The crop has not suffered m any vortion of 
the State from insects, nor has frost affected it, 
The fact that some sections had an abundance 
of rainfall while others jacked this essential 
at a critical time is the only cause 
of the differences in yield. In nearly 
ail of the counties that fall below an average 
yield the quality of the grain is below the stand- 
ard of last year. When the yields have been 
large the quality is excellent, being much supe- 
rior to that of 1882. For the entire State the 
quality is about 10 per cent superior to the crop 
of last year, Notwithstanding the bad effects of

Sugar Product of Louisiana. 

New Orveans, La., Oct. 11.—[Special.J—At a 
meeting of the Louisiana Sugar-Planters’ As- 
sociation tonight reports were read from cor- 
respondents in all the sugar- producing parishes. 
These reports show a falling off of about 33 per 
cent on last year’s crop, although there bas been 
an increase of acrenge. The canes, however. 
are small and bara, and where already rolied 
the juice has been found w be rich, clarification 
easy, and evaporation rapid.

Grain freights seemed to be in a mixed up and 
badly demoralized condition yesterday, To 
some ports rates were strong and unyielding, 
but to Buffalo, which is usually the basis on 
which rates are formed, they were very weak. 
dropping a quarter of acent eariy in the day 
and continuing so until the close. There was a 
fairly good sized fleet on the market, but uutort- 
unately for carriers there were but few Bast- 
ern orders to be filled, and Buffalo vessels were 
consequently in poor demand. Charters to that 
port were made at M cents on corn ana 3% cents 
un wheat, the cut in rates perhaps being ac- 
celerated by afew anxious carriers who were 
impatient to secure load. The most singular 
and aifogether unusual feature of the day’s 
transactions was the ‘engagement fof ton- 
nage to load for Georgtan Bay ports at 
a quarter of a t better rate than was paid to 
Buffalo, altbough the distance is about 300 miles 
less. The Lottie Cooper was obartered to load 
corn for Midland at 3% cents, and as Canadian 
ports are free of elevation the rate is equal to 
3% cents to Buffalo. Kingston vessels were in 
bie demand.

ON THE BROOKS LOT, ON DEARBORN 
STREET.

The plans were 
drawn by Architect George H. Edprooke, and 
contain many ideas. advanced by Mr. O. F.

Since the 
fire Mr. Aldis has hadcharge of numerous im- 
nt office-butidings in the city, and bas 
gained a thorough practicel know of the 
requirements of such a tion. The plaus are 
for a buliaing of the most substantial character, 
100 by 131 feet on the ground and eight stories 
and basement in bight. The basement and first 
story front will be of browo-stone. rock-f 
and laid irregularly. The main entrance will be 
in the centre of the structure, and will be quite 
elaborate iu design, havmg square ished 
ranit columns at the sides running from the 
— to the top of the second story. Above 
the entrance in the second story is a broad 
arch containing three large windows separated 
by the gravit columns referred to; and run- 
u straight across the top of the 
first story is 1 delt of plalu 
brown stone. Above this the front will de en- 
tirely of Anderson pressed brick, relieved only 
by coptags of brown stone, forming the win- 
dow and window arches of the same ma- 
terial. This style will continue to the corbice 
which will be constructed of orhamental pressed 
brick. The basement will be only three * 
below the sidewalk. The frynt windows wil i 
de of a good quality of plate-glass, compietiug 
a most imposing and attractive front. The 
main entrance will lead to a wide bail, contain- 
ing near the front two large passenger ele- 
vators and at the rear a powerful freight ele- 
vat r. On either side of this hall will be a large 
office or banking room, occupying the full lot 
the of the bail Above 
the wih not be 80 
large, as above _ glass roof of 
the north office there will be an open court 34 by 
63 feet, running to the top of the building. As 
there ie a court about the same size being left 
in the Commercial Sufety Deposit 
porth of thie proposed structure, and as re ie 
a twenty-five-foot alley ou the south, there will 
be plepty of light and air in all of the rooms. 
The bali will continue through the centre to the 
top, and about it will be twenty-seven rooms on 
euch floor, all of which may be connected or 
separated, as is desired by tenants. Each room 
will be provided with fire-piace and mantel, and 
direct and indirect radiators, and ample vauics 
will be provided tog the tenants of each floor. 
The interior will furnished in trst-class 
style, oak and Georgia pine being the two woods 
to be used.

Lieut. Schwatka’s Account of His Dis- 
coverte on the River Yukon. 

FRANcis0o, Cal., Oct. 9.—Lieut. Schwatka, 
of Arctic fame, who, with his party, was picked 
up by Lieut. Ray at St. Michaels, speaking of 
bis trip up the Yukon River, Alaska, says they 
Started from Fort Vancouver, W. T., May 21. 
being detailed by Gen. Miles, commanding the 
Department of Columbia, to make an explora- 
tion of the Valley of the Yukon. He traveled 
2,800 miles overland, reaching the headwaters of 
the river, where they constructed a raft of logs 
to navigate the stream to its mouth. They 
procured a crew of six Indians and pro- 
weeded down the gradually increasing 
Stream within 250 miles 1 Fort Chilcac, 
~ “when rapids were encuuntered. $Down them the 
indians refused to go, and attempted to force 
the ratt asbore. Schwatka, in order to suppress 
the mutiny, opened fire on the Indians, killing 
three, when ‘the others submitted, and the rapids 
were run. The voyage on the raft was 1,829 

miles. From the mouth of the Yukon they pro- 
—— to St. Michaels, where they boarded the 
Leo for this port. 

Lieut. Schwatka claims that he has been 
further up the Yukon than anv other white 
man. This is denied by Signal-Service Officer 
Leavitt, whohas been stationed at St. Micbaels, 
and who also came down on the Leo. He says 
be ascended the Yukon to Fort Selkirk, 2,000 
miles from its mouth. He describes the river as 
being one of the largest in the world, discharg- 


ing 50 per cent more water than the Mississippi, N 


aud as being at places seven miles in breadth. 


THE CONFEDERATE BOND BOOM. 
une inside bistory of the movement now go- 
ing on in London to impart a value to the bonds 
of the defunct Confederate Government has 
mot hitherto been given to the public. The 
prime mover in this queer scheme is a Mr. Van 
Raelti,a Dutchman of Greek extraction, though 
his name, for reasons doubtiess satisfactory to 
-himself, does not appear upon the Committee of 
Boudholders of which Lord Penzance is Chair- 
mah. Thisis not the only venture of the kind 
in which Van Raelti bas been enga He first 
became prominent as a dealer in Colonial prod- 
uce in Mincing laue. but here was unfort- 
unate, though not, as we are informed, culpably 
so. He was not long. bowever, in again gett 
upon bis legs financiuliy,and was next beard o 
us au operator upon the London Stock — 
eBange. He it was who, witha fine flavor of 

— Greek finances, hav- 

rt prudentiy obtained ion of 
— nuwber of Greek — ot morely 
nominai price. His success in this scheme prob- 
ably suggested the game which he is atte:m pt- 
ing to piay with tne Confederate bonds. He has 
managed to coax Lord Perzance, Mr. Robert 
Martin, and other Englishmen of repute into 
the swim with bim, and now maneuvres them 
with bis magnetic eye like so many toy ushes. 

It was at first intended that the scope of the 
scheme should be limited to the cotton-loun 
bonds, Van Kaeiti’sidea being to proceed di- 
1 against the United States Government 
for versed bau ment; but eminent counsel, weil
